Nation Depopulated of All Its 


Strong Men Like Germany 


BY WILLIAM DUDLEY FOULKE 
(Written for United Press.) 
The town oil Nauheim, 
Germany, 
where I was when m artial law was 
declared, is perhaps one of the most 
peaceful communities in central Ger- 
many in ordinary times. 
At the out­ 
break of the present struggle no one 
believed that a general European war 
was impending. 
When Austria pre­ 
sented her ultimatum to, S o n ia (an 
ultimatum th at no 
self-respecting 
nation could possibly comply with) 
stil] we thought the controversy could 
be settled by diplomacy or “localiz­ 
ed” in the two countries affected. But 
when Russia began to mobilize, Ger­ 
many as A ustria’s ally felt called up­ 
on to do ihe same. 
All at once m ar­ 
tial was declared. 
But th at mobilization was a won­ 
der. 
If it were a great piece of clock­ 
work with chronometer accuracy it 
would not have been more perfect. 
Not only had every man received his 
orders months before, 
where 
he 
should report when the call came, but 
every horse and wagon, every auto­ 
mobile with its provision o f benzine, 
in >hort, every object which could lie 
devoted to military service, together 
with price to lie paid, had been c a ta ­ 
logued and nothing more was neces­ 
sary but the general order to mobilize 
specifying the day and hour where 
that applied to that particular object 
These orders were posted in public 
places and the general movement be­ 
gan. 
The men reported themselves 
and were given their uniforms ready 
and made to tit flio man it was for. 
And then the military trains started 
— freight cars, passenger cars, every­ 
thing was utilized, tin* trains of inter­ 
minable length, packed wit 11 troops, 
and passing every few minutes for a 
week. 
I stayed awake 
one 
night
